in  store. 

The  developer  is  now  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  remo  val  of  the 
asbestos  from  the  building 
and  actual  demolition  is 
about  to  begin.

Ltd.  of 
Melbourne  to  take  charge  of 
the  internal  design  of  the 
new  Club  premises.
